Mrs. 
Johnson 
plainly 
showed 
fatigue and the strain of the day’s 
proceedings when taken back to jail 
last night by Sheriff Kirk. The hear­ 
ing was not completed and a number 
of witnesses 
were 
expected 
today 
from Crawfordsville, including Clar­ 
ence Porter, with whom Mrs. John­ 
son is alleged to have been too friend - 
ly. 


The defense won a point when a pe- 


tition was filed and a ruling favorable 
to it made by Judge Jackson, compell­ 
ing the State to file with the county 
clerk four letters ■which Mrs. Johnson 
is alleged to have written to Porter. 
However, the State is holding back 
the typewritten evidence given before 
the grand jury. 
Among the witnesses who testified 
yesterday were the father, son a'Ml 
daughter of Mrs. Johnson, the -->rr 
testifying that lie had bought a small 
quantity of acid for his mother. 
Dr. 
Paul J. Barcus of Crawfordsville and 
Prof. James Y. Gamer, chemist of 
Wabash (a llege, testified as to the 
autopsy and analysis of the stomach. 
Prof. Garner stated lie found about 
ten grains of 
carbolic 
acid in the 
stomach. 
Dr. 
Hardesty, 
who a t­ 
tended Johnson, 
testified 
that he 
thought Johnson’s death due to heart 
trouble, but under conditions found 
in the autopsy said death might have 
been due to carbolic acid poisoning. 
Several neighbors of the Johnson’s 
testified to having smelled carbolic 
acid in the Johnson home when they 
were called after his death. 
Prof. 
Gamer also testified to the burned 
condition of the stomach, and lie and 
Dr. Barcus noted burns on the dead 
man’s face and hands.
